NEWS OF THE WEEK 



Condensed ■ 



Caas. W. Rover, Sheriff of Grand Coun- 
ty, Col., committed suicide on the 18th by 
•hooting himself through the head. No 
Muse is assigned for the act. 

Articles of incorporation of the Del- 
monicoTompany, having for its object the 
building and leasing of hotels in the United 
States, hare been filed in New York, with 
ft capital of $250,000. 

The eight boilers of the Anthracite Fur- 
nace, at Reading, Pa., exploded on the 17th, 
reducing the furnace to a mass of ruins and 
badly injuring several employes. The force 
of the explosion was felt for several miles. 

A heavy storm of wind and rain visited 
the section of country around Marshall, 
111., on the 17th. Fences were leveled, trees 
torn up by the roots, and in several places 
totally destroying whole fields of grain. 
No lives are reported lost. 

The Sprague Mansion estates in Provi- 
dence, R. I., were sold at auction on the 
17th. 

The National Convention of Plasterers 
has directed the Secretary to confer with 
all the Plasterers' Unions regarding the 
proposition to work eight hours for eight 
hours pay, commencing December 1, and 
continuing as long as the majority of the 
Unions vote to do so. 

The Hanlan-Ross boat race at Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., on the 18th, resulted in an easy 
victory for Hanlan. He rowed 
four-mile course in 27:57K, which is the 
best time ever made. 

Two vessels with yellow fever on board 
have arrived at the New Orleans Quaran- 
tine Station. At Vera Cruz there have 
been 144 deaths thus far this month. Sur- 
geon General Hamilton says no case of 
yellow fever has yet appeared on shore in 
the United States, and he believes the pre- 
cautions taken will prevent its ingress be- 
yond the quarantine limits. 

A shortage of from $30,000 to $50,000 ha! 
been discovered in the accounts of John 
Heckmer, late Supreme Treasurer of the 
Catholic Knights of America. He had 
held the office for five years, during which 
time he handled over . $400,000. His bond 
for $50,000 is worthless. The discovery 
causes great surprise in Catholic circles. 
Heckmer's home is in Grafton, W. Va. 
He has disappeared. 

Roland O. Swayne, who was arrested, 
charged the theft of the ledger from the 
Treasurer's office, at Nashville, Tenn., 
has confessed that he took it at 
, the instigation of ex-Treasurer Polk, 
and also that he received $175 for the 
deed. Swayne was formerly Deputy Clerk 
of the Supreme Court. 

An express train was thrown from th« 
track by a misplaced switch near Knox- 
ville, Tenn., on the 18th. The locomotive 
crashed through the side of a manufactory, 
and demolished a stationary engine. No 
one was injured. 

The Produce Exchange of Philadelphia 
has agreed to co-operate with the Commer- 
cial Exchange in urging upon Congress the 
redemption, retirement, or legalization 
the trade dollar. 

In an affair at Toyah, Texas, the other 
day, between the cowboys and State ran- 
gers, one of the former was killed and an- 
other mortally wounded. 

The cotton worm has appeared in Texas 
near Calvert and Hearne, and west of Aus- 
tin, on the railroad to San Antonio, at the 
latter point doing much harm. This early 
appearance causes fear of much damage. 

Clarence Larkin and Frank Cutler, 
two well-known young men of Milwaukee, 
while racing on the Whitefish Bay road a 
few days ago, had a collision.Cutler's horse 
being killed, his buggy smashed and his 
leg broken.

other. He only proceeded about fifty yard; 
and then turned back and entered the 
house. His wife and another woman wer 
out milking. Gilchrist, accompanied by 
a little boy of nine years, passed 
through a front room and into a side room, 
the bridles still on his left arm. In this 
latter room he possessed himself of a pis- 
tol, and while the child looked on in won- 
der, he placed the weapon against his fore- 
head and pulled the trigger; the hammer 
fell and the cap snapped. He coolly low- 
ered the weapon, closely examined the 
lock and barrels, and again placed it to his 
head and exactly the same thing happened. 
The third attempt was the same; the fourth 
time the pistol went off and the ball entered 
the forehead and ranged to the right and a 
little downward. Blood and brains oozed 
from the horrid wound, but strange to say 
he was conscious, and at last accounts 
he was alive, Sunday morning. Gilchrist 
was a healthy, sober, frugal and thrifty 
man and much respected. He got over- 
heated in the harvest-field ten days ago 
and since that time he has been flighty. 
He leaves a wife and three children. He 
had a brother commit sfficide about four- 
teen years ago."

The Polk City murderers were captured 
Saturday in a large grove out in Shelby 
County. The fugitives stole two horses 
near Angus, Wednesday morning, and sines 
then they have been closely pursued until 
Friday night, when they sought shelter in 
the grove above mentioned. The grove cov- 
ers an area of about one hundred and fifty 
acres, and as the country is very bluffy and 
abounds in heavy timber and dense under- 
brush, it*endered concealment for the des- 
coniparatively easy, while it was 
pursuers to approach. 
They concluded to close in on them, 
however, and accordingly stationed them- 
selves about twenty feet apart and gradually 
marched to the center. They had not gone 
far before Willis Halleck. of Exira, discov- 
ered them concealed in the glass. He im- 
mediately called out: " Here they are, men." 
At this the two sprang np and one of them 
shot Halleck in the right side. The wound 
will probable prove fatal. The pursuit was 
then abandoned for the night, but guard was 
stationed around the grove. The assassins 
made an attempt to escape about four 
o'clock Saturday morning, but were met 
with a volley of buckshot. 

At nine o'clock the pursuers were rein- 
forced by a crowd of some eight hundred 
men, who had assembled to assist in the 
chase. They then formed in a circle and 
marched in on them, firing at intervals. An 
encounter ensued, in which one of the mur- 
derers named Gates was fatally wounded, 
but had time to confess that he had shot 
both Mayor Stubbs and rostmaster Clingan 
before he expired. He also said that their 
object was robbery. He requested to be 
taken to some house that he might die in 
peace, but the driver in whose wagon 
he was lying said: "Cursed if I *ill haul 
him any further," and threw him out on the 
ground just.as he was dying. His pal, 
known as Hardy, alias Smith, was captured, 
a rope placed around his neck, and he un- 
doubtedly would have paid the penalty with 
his life on the spot, but he showed a dispo- 
sition to reveal matters of interest. The 
mob procured a rope, and started for the

Sunday morning. He had been slightly in- 
iposed for several days, but no serious re- 
ts were anticipated. He leaves a widow, 
10 had been on the stage with him since 
1863.

to the notice of P. T. Bar- 
in November, 1842, and the show- 
man describes him as being under two 
feet high, weighing less than sixteen pounds, 
beautifully formed; a blonde, with ruddy 
cheeks and mirthful eyes. Barnum intro- 
duced Stratton to the public on December 
, by the name that afterward pre- 
ceded him around the world — General Tom 
Thumb.

Then he was re- 
engaged for twelve months at $7 
a week, but long before this term 
expired Mr. Bamum paid him 
$25 a week. In January, 1846, Tom 
Thumb, now getting fifty dollars a week 
and expenses, set sail with Barnum for 
Europe in the Yorkshire, a sailing ship. The 
little General proved a decided hit in En- 
gland, France and Germany, and the state- 
ment never afterward omitted from the 
show bills, that he was exhibited "before 
crowned heads" was literally true. In the 
autumn, Tom Thumb returned with his 
manager, who was then tbe proprietor of 
the museum that bore his name, and 
early the next year the mite returned again 
to Europe. When, three months later, he 
again came back to America, his value as 
a curiosity had grown greater than before. 
Barnum took in $5,504.91 in twelve days 
with him in Philadelphia, and $976.98 in 
one day in Providence. Mr. Barnum took 
him to Havana and made a great deal of 
money there.
